Through the queer 
system prevailing in Washington, she was 
allowed her liberty until yesterday morning 
on depositing $20 with the police. She was 
at the court at 9 o’clock anxious to meet 
the accusation and tell her story to the 
Justice. The Assistant District Attorney 
quickly saw there was nothing in the case 
against Mrs. Farrell and had it dismissed 
without the formality of a hearing. Mrs. 
Farrell was highly indignant at the charge 
of stealing the ring, which Hall had ro 
her in the old days, but which, she said, she 
had seen fit to throw into the river. 
She said Hall came to her sister’s house, 
but she refused to see him. This snub is 
thought to have moved him to bring the 
charge.

Union Pa- 
cific engineer Robert Fitzpatrick, who 
pulled the northbound freight into Poca- 
tello last night, confirmed the report that 
the Bannock Indians killed a settler, wife 
and child in the Salt River Valley, and that 
the white men pursuing the Indians killed

a Wut ordinances imposing obligations 
on franchise-holding corporations. They 
either have a peculiar capacity to evade 
the eyesight of municipal officials or the 
officials are affiicted with blindness when- 
ever their eyes are turned upon them. 

It will be recalled that the Post-Dis- 
patch discovered an ordinance requiring 
electric lighting companies to pay 5 per 


cent of their gross receipts into the city. 


treasury. Although the law had been in 
force for some time and large sums were 
due the city under it, no official appeared 
to know of its existence until the Post- 
Dispatch directed attention to it and in- 
sisted upon its enforcement. 

Now the Post-Dispatch has found an- 
other important ordinance nestling in a 
pigeon-hole in the City Hall requiring 
the street car companies to keep the 
streets between their tracks and twelve 
inches on each side clean. The ordinance 
is plain as the nose on a man's face. It 
has been in the ordinance book for many 
years. It supplies the means of its en- 
forcement by providing a fine for every 
day's failure of a street car company to 
comply with it. It would go far towards 
relieving the city of the burdensome and 
costly work of cleaning the streets if this 
ordinance were enforced. But with all 
the difficulty of keeping the streets clean 
with the money available not an official 
finger has been lifted to enforce it. 

But remarkable as the apparent official 
ignorance of such ordinances is, the offi- 
cial capacity to see difficulties in the way 
of their enforcement is still more re- 
markable. When Supt. Macklind was 
told about this law he could not see how

Senator Cockrell and Mr. Bland were 
valuable contributions to the literature 
of the monetary discussion.

In the Council last night a resolution 
to tear down the partially built Bircher 
street bridge was introduced and an or- 
dinance granting the Terminal Railway 
Association the right to lay a switch on

I had no time for anything, and 
I am Slad to be up here out of the way 
of our friends. Why, after I would leave 
the City Hall there was scarcely a night 
that I got to bed before midnight, talking 
to visitors at my house. Often it was 1 
or 2 o’clock in the morning befare the 
last of them departed.

LA TULIP’S RAW-HIDE CANNON.

The Invention Must Be Improved in 
: Order to Be Practical. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July %4.—The rawhide can- 
non which Frederick La Tulip, backed by 
John H. Link of Syracuse, has invented, 
was tried at the Government proving 
ground at Sandy Hook yesterday. The 


cannon is 5 feet 8% inches long and has a 
caliber of 2% inches. There is a steel lin- 
ing 1% inches thick at the breech and three- 
quarters inch thick at the muzzle. This is 
— oy to a depth of three inches with 
raw hide in strips three inches wide. The 
exterior is bound with two layers of cop- 
per wire, the whole being so tightly forced 
together that it appears one solid piece of 
metal. With three pounds of powder and 
three balls it gauged 30,369 pounds. After 
the- last shot thé’ trail of the n carriage 
broke from the concussion, and the experi- 
mes ceased. The gun will have to stand a 
pressure of 35,000 pounds. Even then it will 
amount to nothing practical unless the in- 
vention is caried further. It is not likely 
to revolutionize warfare very much.
